Although I hey know, oi should 
know, that tin pant embed milk Is n 
germ currier and n fine culture mod 
Inui tor virulent disease bacteria, 
many travellers me not making sure 
that their milk supply Is safe. They 
are not taking the trouble to check 
whether the milk they obtain from 
farms, lunch rooms, restaurants or 
hotels is safe— safe because it has 
been pasteurised. 

.Most of these persons are resid 
ents of towns and cities "here past 
curbed milk is dropped out heir door 
steps every day. Fur 19 or 50 weeks 
each year they are proteetrd -know* 
incly or unknowingly against milk- 


borne diseases. Then for t"o or three 
weeks they thro" all precaution to 
the winds—and order milk, not 
knowing and evidently not eating 
whether it is pasteurised. 

These persons must know that 
lost one drink of raw milk which is 
contaminated with a disease germ 
typhoid, undulant fever, bovine tub¬ 
erculosis. septic sore throat, para* 
typhoid, make them sick.

4. Pressure regulator— A regulator 
should be provided so that any pres¬ 
sure adjustment can be made easily, 

5. Pomp— An anticorrosive pump 
will help insure good operation and 
uniform rate of application. Pumps 
with rubber vanes or other rubber 
parts are unsuitable for use with the 
ester type of 2,4-D. The ester is lik¬

6. Tank—The tank should bo eas¬ 
ily filled and drained, and should be 
covered to keep out dust and dirt. 
It is best made of some material 
which is rust-proof. If no tank is pro¬ 
vided with tc machine, any contain¬ 
er of reasonable capacity, possess¬ 
ing the above mentioned features, 
will bo satisfactory. 

7. Filters—A good filtering system 
is essential.

8. Construction The whole sprayer 
should be simply and well construct¬ 
ed of high quality material. Repair 
parts should be readily available. 

9. Calibration— A chart should !»«• 
supplied with the sprayer to give in¬ 
formation regarding the rates of 
spray distribution at various press¬ 
ures and speeds. If no such chart is 
available, the individual purchasing 
the machine must spend time cali¬ 
brating the sprayer so that the 2,I D 
can bo applied at the recommended 
dosages.
